Dating of the Verhandlungen der Zoologisch-Botanischen Gesellschaft in Wien 
(1851-1900)

Abstract 


Publication and dating of the Verhandlungen der Zoologisch-Botanischen Gesellschaft in Wien (and its predecessor, the Verhand- 
lungen des Zoologisch-Botanischen Vereins in Wien) are researched and results presented. Dating research conducted during 
this study shows that the last issue of the journal from volumes 10-24 (1860-1874) came out in the first few months in the 


year following that printed on the title page. 
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Introduction 
In 1851, the Zoologisch-Botanischer Vereins zu Wien was estab- 
lished and in 1852 the first volume of its journal appeared (Fig. 1). 
The society and the journal changed names slightly over the years: 
from 1852-1857 the journal was entitled Verhandlungen des Zool- 
ogisch-Botanischen Verein in Wien; from 1858-1976 it was the Ver- 
handlungen der K.-k. Zoologisch-Botanischen Gesellschaft in Wien 
{both hereinafter referred to as Verhandlungen] (see Table I). 
While doing bibliographical research to establish accurate 
dates of publication in this journal, it was found that many of the 
volumes of the Verhandlungen did not appear until the following 
year of the year printed on the title page of the volume. This 
prompted me to find dates as best I could for the first 50 volumes 
(1851-1900) of the journal. Although some dates within a year 
could not be found and there are some inconclusive dates or gaps 
for some issues, the results of my research over the last 25+ years 
are presented here in hopes they may prompt others to find better 
dating and fill in the few gaps that currently exist. 


Background 

The Zoologisch-Botanischen Gesellschaft in Wien was established 
in 1851 (as the Zoologisch-Botanischen Verein zu Wien) under the 
leadership of entomologist G.F. Frauenfeld, and had its first meeting 
on 9 April 1851. It is considered today as one of the oldest contin- 
uing scientific societies in Austria. Created to help promote research 
in Austria and to network with scientists within Austria and else-

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where, its journal, the Verhandlungen, was central to its mission. 
The first volume for the year 1851 appeared in August 1852. Gain- 
ing popularity over the years, it not only saw a continuing increase 
in numbers of pages per volume (the highest was more than 1,300 
pages in 1871), but also a decision was made to publish the journal 
in parts throughout the year. As the journal is one of the most im- 
portant biological journals of its time and contains within its pages 
some of the more critical works on taxonomy, obtaining accurate 
dates of publication was felt necessary in order to help establish pri- 
ority of the new taxa found in it.

Method of issuance and distribution 

The journal consists primarily of two parts, Sitzungsberichte and 
Abhandlungen, both separately paginated; a few issues also have 
separately paginated lists of officers and members of the society. 
For the first four years, volumes were issued as one complete issue. 
For volumes 5—44, volumes were issued primarily in parts (called 
Quartalen or Hefte, 4 issues per year) and in some years double is- 
sues appeared (e.g. 1, 2-3, 4). From vol. 25-34, there were two is- 
sues per year (sometimes listed as Halbjahr); vols. 35 and 37 were 


single issues; and vol. 36, and vols. 38-43 had 4 issues per year 
again. Finally, from vol. 45—50, there were 10 issues per volume. 
Two publishers were employed for most of the journal’s history with 
W. Braumiiller responsible for distribution within Austria, while 
F.A. Brockhaus distributed the journal outside of Austria (see Table 
I for the changes of name and publishers of the volumes of the Ver- 
handlungen). 

Not all copies of the journal were distributed as separate issues 
per volume. Some copies seen during this study are without the 
wrappers and separating title pages. One such institution apparently 
receiving only the entire volume was the Akademie der Wis- 
senschaften in Wien, which recorded receipt of only the complete 
volume it in its Sitzungsberichte without reference to separate is- 
sues. Unfortunately, any documents of the publisher or society that 
may have given information to answer why there appear to have 
been two modes of distribution were destroyed in a fire during 
WWII (P. Hudler, S. Gfdller, pers. comm.). It is possible that mem- 
bers of the society received the issues as they were published and 
non-member institutions received whole volumes. The fact that the 
many of the British Museum volumes examined retained wrappers 
of the issues within a volume could have been because they were 
once the property of a member of the society. 


Dates of publication of volumes 1—50 of the Verhandlungen 
A number of resources were consulted in order to obtain the earliest 
possible date of publication for each issue of the Verhandlungen. 


Previous work 

To my knowledge, only two publications exist that pertain to dating 
of the Verhandlungen: Carlson (1980) and Evenhuis (2023). Carl- 
son’s research was to establish priority between vol. 18 of the Ver- 
handlungen and vol. 25 of the Verhandlungen des Naturhistorisches 
Vereines der Preussischen Rheinlande, both with printed years of 
1868. In surveying receipts at various libraries in Europe, Carlson 
showed that the earliest recorded receipt of Quartalen 1-2 (= pp. 1— 
588) of the Verhandlungen was in January 1869. NB: As the society 
itself dated Quartalen 3-4 as being published on 13 January 1869, 
I feel it is more prudent that the dating for Quartalen 1-2 be kept 
within the year 1868, thus the last date of the year: 31 December 
1868 (see Table II), although it most likely appeared earlier but I 
have found no corroborative evidence of that. 


Resources 

WITHIN AUSTRIA: 

Issues of the Verhandlungen itself. Minutes of the meetings of the 
society published in the Sitzungsberichte of the Verhandlungen 
sometimes provided news of the progress of various issues of the 
journal and were taken into account when attempting to establish 
dates of publication. It is unfortunate that, while recording receipt 
of many journals at these meetings, they did not recorded receipt of 
their own journal in the early volumes; but they did begin doing so 
in the late 1860s and 1870s with brief sentences in the Sitzungs- 
berichte stating, e.g., “Das erste und zweite Heft der 
Gesellschaftschriften sind erschienen” or “Das vereinigt er- 
schienene 2. und 3. Heft der Verhandlungen wurde vorgelegt.” Any 
other such notices of publication that might have been in unpub- 
lished minutes are now lost (see above). For a few issues in 1858— 
1860, dates of publication were printed on the issue wrappers (Fig. 
2). Starting in 1882, dates on wrappers began again and moved to 
the inside of the title page (vols. 39-44), then back again to the front 
wrapper (vols. 47-50). 


Akademie der Wissenschaften in Wien. This society had three pub- 
lications that recorded receipt or other publication details of scien- 
tific journals (the Anzeiger, Sitzungsberichte, and Denkschriften der

Akademie). Each was consulted to find any notice of issues of the 
Verhandlungen; and in many cases offered the earliest published re- 
ceipt (see Table II), although the only receipt recorded was of the 
completed volumes and no issues within volumes. 


Wiener Zeitung. As the newspaper of record for Austria, this news- 
paper often recorded issues of the Verhandlungen on its pages, and 
possess the earliest recorded for a few issues in the 1860s. 


Osterreichischen Blatter fur Literatur und Kunst. For the most part, 
this publisher’s periodical, which existed only from 1853-1857, 
recorded receipt of the Verhandlungen a few months after the 
Akademie der Wissenschaften; however, one issue [7(1) in 1857] 
has the earliest recorded date of receipt in this journal. 


OUTSIDE OF AUSTRIA: 

Allgemeine Bibliographie ftir Deutschland (ABFD). Although pub- 
lished in Leipzig, this literature recording periodical contained ear- 
liest dates of receipt for many of the early issues of the journal and, 
in some cases, earlier even than those of the Akademie der Wis- 
senschaften in Wien; the reason being that the Akademie recorded 
only complete volumes, but the ABFD recorded receipt of the var- 
ious issues within a volume. 


Naturae Novitates. Also published in Leipzig, there are a few in- 
stances in this literature recording journal that has the earliest receipt 
of some issues of the Verhandlungen. 


Various European libraries were consulted for dates of receipt of is- 
sues of the Verhandlungen and included Senckenberg Deutsche En- 
tomologische Institut, Senckenberg; Museum fiir Naturkunde in 
Berlin; Nederlandse Entomologische Vereniging, The Hague; The 
Natural History Museum, London; the Boston Society of Natural 
History, Boston; and the Entomological Society of Washington, 
Washington, D.C. 


Dating Results 

The results of finding earliest dates of issuance of each issue and 
volume of the Verhandlungen 1s presented in Table II. Full research 
data including all sources consulted for earliest dates can be found 
in the Supplemental Information documentation. 


Two dates in Table II require explanation. 
(1) Carlson (1980) indicated that dates of publication for vol. 20 of 
the Verhandlungen were printed on p. xvi of the Sitzungsberichten. 
There, the dates of issue of each Quartal are as follows: 

1-2: 31 May 1870 

3: 30 September 1870 

4: 31 December 1870 
The last date I feel was not the actual date but was an “intended 
one” as the completed volume with the last Quarta! containing p. 
Xvi was not received by the Akademie der Wissenschaften until 29 
March 1871, the date of which better corresponds to actual dates 
for this last Quartal and other last Quartalen of the Verhandlungen 
from 1861-1875 as shown in Table I. Other aspirational dating can 
be found in the various Sitzungsberichte where, e.g., progress on a 
Heft is given by the publications committee and it is stated that 
printing has been completed and it will appear in a particular month, 
but the society subsequently recorded its actual publication months 
later. 
(2) The earliest date found for vol. 28(1) (June 1878) was by Cowan 
(1992: 498), who gave this date in his “Annotated bibliography of 
the scientific names of the butterflies of Peninsular Malaysia’, for 
Méschler’s 1878 hesperiid paper, but without further information. 
I have not been able to verify this date, but do not question it as it 
fits within the time span for issues before and after this one; and 
that Cowan was a superb bibliographer. NB: I had the unique op- 
portunity to be invited to go through the dating research papers of 
Col. Cowan at the Zoological Reference Collection at the University 
of Singapore, but unfortunately could not find any documentation 
regarding that date. 


Dates found that are later than those on the title page 

There are a number of instances where the last part of a volume did 
not appear until the following year printed on the volume title page. 
This was not an anomaly, but apparently was consistent throughout 
many years of the production of the journal. Not all reasons are 
known for the delays in issuance, but in some cases there were de- 
lays by authors getting proofs of large contributions back to the so- 
ciety in a timely manner (e.g., Heft 3-4 of vol. 13, which contained 
the works of Brauer and Winnertz and did not come out in Decem- 
ber 1863 as expected, but was delayed until 15 January 1864). Even- 
huis (2023) gave details on the date of publication of the last Heft 
of vol. 15, which had a printed date of 1865, but did not come out 
until 8 March 1866. To help corroborate dates of receipt that are 
later than printed dates, receipt dates at a number of libraries were 
surveyed and a pattern started to be seen that for many years, the 
last Heft (or Quartal) did not appear until early the following year 
— sometimes as late as June. Further evidence corroborating these 
delayed dates were found in the journal itself, where the date of is- 
suance (“vorgelegt” or “erschienen”’) of Hefte or Quartalen in the 
following year are mentioned in the Sitzungsberichte; and in some 
cases, the printed dates of publication on the wrappers. All these 
data are given in the Supplementary documentation for each issue.
